MILES’ FAREWELL 
10 HIS SOLDIERS, 


Commander Who Retires from 
Active Service Today at 
Age of 64, Writes a 
Parting Address. 


PRAISE FOR THE ARMY. 


Says Devotion to the Nation Is 
Marked by the Highest De- 
gree of Efficiency 
and Patriotism. 


Washington, D. C,, Aug. 7.—[Special.]— 
Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, general com- 
manding the army, who will retire from 
active service at noon tomorrow, having 
reached the age limit of 64 years, has iasued 


‘a general order bidding farewell! to the army. 


Lieut. Gen. Miles’ farewell order praises 
“the principles of discipline and patriotism 
which make the army the protector and de- 
fender, and never the menace, of the nation 
and its liberties.’’ He reminds the soldiers 
that their activity myst exist ‘‘ within the 
well defined limits of patriotism, untarnished 
honor, sterling integrity, impartial justice, 
obedience to rightful authority, and incessant 
warfare against armed enemies.” 


Miles’ Farewell Order. 


The farewell message in full fs as follows: 

* General Orders No. 116—Headquarters of 
the Army, Washington, D. C., Aug. 5, 1903.— 
In: accordance with the provisions of the act 
of congress of June 3U, 1882, the undersigned 
will retire from the active service Aug. 38, 
1903. 

“In relinquishing the command of the 
army of the United States, to which he was 
assigned by the president Oct. 2, 1895, he 
hereby acknowledges his appreciation of the 
fidelity manifested by the officers and sol- 
diers during the past eventful years. 

“To those who were his companions and 
associates during one of the greatest of all 
wars, he takes pleasure in expressing his 
gratification that they have lived through 
the trials and dangers of long service to wit- 
ness the results of their fortitude, heroism, 
and unselfish devotion to the welfare of their 
country. They have also in a most com- 
mendable manner exemplified to the younger 
generation of soldiers those principles of dis- 
cipline and patriotism which make the army 
the protector and defender, and never the 
menace, of the nation and its liberties. 


Some Words of Advice. 


“ The time and occasion are considered op- 
portune for expressing to the army a few 
thoughts concerning its past and that which 
may affect its future welfare. It is from the 
best impressions and influences of the past 
that the most desirable results may be real- 
ized in the future. | 

“ Unswerving devotion to our government 
and the principles upon which it was estab- 
lished and has been maintained is essential 
to the efficiency of the national forces, and 
especially is this so in a democratic govern- 
ment, where the individual, in order to be a 
perfect soldier, must first be a true citizen. 

“The boast that every soldier of a great 
nation carried a marshal’'s baton in his knap- 
sack is in a higher sense more than equaled 
in significance by the fact that every Amer- 
ican soldier personifies sovereign citizenship, 
and may by his own conduct exemplify im- 
partial justice to those whe have never ex- 
perienced it, and the results of the highest 
liberty to those who have been strangers to 
it, thereby aiding to secure for his country a 
moral influence not otherwise attainable. 


Example Set by Washington. 


‘During the darkest hour of our history 
the first commander of the American forces 
demonstrated the grandeur and nobility of 
his character by combating the evil influences 
then pervading the army and by manifesting 
the strongest confidence and faith in the ulti- 
mate justice and {ntegrity of his government. 
His words of wisdom uttered at. Newburg 
120 years ago had the effect of inspiring ‘ un- 
exrampled patriotism and patient virtue, ris- 
ing superior to the pressure of the most 
complicated sufferings.’ It is one of the 
glories of our country that the army has 
maintained those principles for more than 
a century. | 

“The commanders of ghe army succeéding 
Washington have by their example, in- 
fluence, and orders engendered and main- 
tained the highest degree of efficiency, disci- 
pline, and patriotism. 

‘‘ Since its organization the army has been 


charged with a great variety of responsi- 


bilities, ald subordinate to defending the 
country. and maintaining the rights of its cit- 
izens. | 

‘In the discharge of its manifold duties 
the army has confronted enemies represent- 
ing every stage of human development, from 
the highest civilization yet obtained to sav- 
agery' and barbarism. It has ever been its 
duty to obsérve in war those chivalric and 
humane principles by which inevitable hor- 
rors are so greatly mitigated, whilé by un- 
yielding prosecution of warfare against

The answer was filed in the Circuit court 
yesterday by Granville W. Browning, special 
assistant corporation counsel, and a section 
referring to Mr. Banker says: 

“He is notorious in the city for his reck- 
less use of automobiles, and for his habitual 
deflance of the police in their attempts to 
make him run at a proper rate of speed. He 
has caused many accidents by his reckless- 
ness, and his defiance of the police and his 
impudence in public have caused other foolish 
persons to imitate 

“ Unfit t) Run an Auto.” 

But that is not all. The city says it takes 
no stock in Mr. Banker’s good intentions. 
It denies he ‘(ever has been or is now ready 
to compiy with the laws," denies that he ts a

on the streets of Chicago he is unfit to run 
an automobile within the city limits.”

Treasurer of Preacher’s Aid So- 
ciety Steals $70,000. 


LITTLE CASH LEFT BEHIND. 


Effort to Induce Offieer to Farnish a 
Bond Results in His Flight. 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 7.—[Special.]—Willard 
S. Allen, treasurer of the Preachers’ Aid 
society of the New England conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal church, is a con- 
fessed embezzler of nearly $70,000. The en- 
tire fund, with the exception of about $2,800, 
has disappeared. Allen now is in Canada, 
where he went about a week ago, fearing 
exposure. Allen was a man of considerable 
prominence in Boston. For more than forty 
years he was a respected resident of East 
‘Boston, for twenty-nine years. he was clerk 
of the East Boston District gourt, for sixteen 
years he was a member of the Boston school 
‘committee, and for twenty-five years was a 
member of the Preachers’ Aid society, be- 
ing its treasurer since 1891. 
_ The Preachers’ Aid society was organized 
fifty years ago for the purpose of aiding and 
relieving the sick, aged, and infirm mem- 
bers of the conference and the needy and dis- 
tressed widows and orphans of deceased 
members. The corporation has no capital 
Fund Invested in Safe Hands. 
The fund amounted at the time of the last 
annual meeting in March to $72,709, invest- 
ed mainly in conservative bonds. In addi- 
tion the society receives and distributes over 
$6,000 annually, raised by voluntary contri- 
butions of the ehurches. The accounts of 
the treasurer have been audited annually 
and the securities examined, the same being 
kept in a vault hired by the society. His 
accounts were audited in March of this year. 
.For more than a year an effort had been 
made on the part of the society members 
to have Mr. Allen give 4 suitable bond. This 
Was not because of any suspicion of Mr. 
Allen’s integrity, but because it ' seemed 
proper for the society to institute a busi- 
ness policy. Mr. Allen had shown some 
apparent sensitiveness about this step, but 
a vote was passed in May requiring a bond. 
Late in July other officers, finding the bond 
had not been deposited, made inquiry, and 
Allen promised to comply with the rule. - 


Tels Pastor of His Flight. 

On Tuesday last Mr. Allen's pastor, who 
was on his vacation in Vermont, received 
a letter from Allen, dated and postmarked 
at Montreal on Sunday, in which he con- 
fessed that he had, through speculation, lost 
the funds, and asked his pastor to notify 
his family and the society.

This was the beginning of the end of 
Frick’s connection with the company. His 
associates pleaded with Carnegie, but that 
gentleman insieted that Frick must leave 
the company.

Resigned, but Held Stock. 


Frick resigned from the Carnegie com- 
pany on Dec. 5, 1899, t did nothing about 
his stock. This is how it was taken from 
him, as appears from the minutes of the 
meeting in January: 

“Under the provisions of certain agree- 
ments between the Carnegie Stee] company, 
it, 
known and generally referred to as the *‘ iron 
clad " agreement, we the undersigned, being 
three-fourths the number of thé persons 
holding interests in the said association and 
three-fourths of the value of said interests, 
we do now hereby request Henry C. Frick to 
sell, assign, and transfer to the Carnegie 
Steel company, limited, all the steel company, 
limited, stock, and be paid for as provided in 
said agreement.”’ 

Frick denied the authority of the company 
to sell his stock or to be bound by the sup- 
plemental “iron clad agreement.” It was 
shown later on the agreement did not exist 
in fact. 

However, the “junior partners” did as 
Carnegie requested, and despite Frick’s pro- 
tests that the whole proceedings were fraud- 
ulent he received the following notice: ~ 

“Mr. H. C. Frick—Dear Sir: I beg to ad- 
vise you that, pursuant to the terms of the

Four Battalions of Soldiers, 
with Artillery, Defeat 
1,700 Bulgarians. 


MANY KILLED IN FIGHT. 


Eighty Thousand Regulars Ready 
~ to Put Down Civil War 
in Macedonia.

SALONICA, Aug. 7.~—An engagement yes- 
terday near Sorovitch between Turkish 
troops and Macedonian insurgents closely 
resembled a battle. Four battalions of 
Turkish soldiers, supported by several bat- 
teries of artillery, attacked 1,700 insurgents, 
most of whom were Bulgarians and well 
armed. 

The Bulgarians. although outnumbered 
nearly four to one, fought desperately and 
were only defeated after many had been 
killed and wounded on both sides. 


General Rising at Hand. . #* 

It .is believed that. the long predicted gen- 
eral rising in Macedonia has begun in ear- 
nest. Among the serious features of the 
situation is the discontent and insubordina- 
tion among the Turkish reif rediffs, or 
reserves. A garrison of rediffs at. Prilip 
deserted in groups of twenty and thirty. It 
is reported that on reaching their homes 
they sold their rifles to the insurgents. 

Bulgarian bands have occupied Posidieff 
and-are besieging other villages near Mo- 
naratar. The situation is growing worse, 
and the military action is slack. The result 
has been to embolden the insurgents who 
are being helped by peasants. 

Troops are concentrating near Krushevo, 
which is about ten miles north of Monastir. 

Insurgent raiders are harassing the Turk- 
ish troops in all parts of Macedonia. They 
have burned great fodder depots at Samanii, 
Aydirli. and Harmanli, and carried away 
much booty. 

A band of 300 insurgents has appeared 
near the railway bridge over the river Var- 
dar, two hours distant from this city. 

The porte, thoroughly-alarmed. has con- 
centrated 80.000 troops in the disaffected 
provinces and has notified the reserves to be 
ready to join the colors at any moment. 


Bulgaria Sees Trouble Ahead. 
[RY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

SOFIA, Aug. 7.—The insurrection in Mace- 
donia is extending. The Bulgarian éexarch 
has beén invited by the grand vizier of Tur- 
key to exert his pacifying influence on the 
Macedonian Christians, but has declined on 
the ground that such admonitions would not 
be regarded. 

The Bulgarian government, through its 
diplomatic agents, has asked the powers to 
use their influence to induce the porte not to 
employ bashi bazouks in suppressing the 
rebellion. 

The fresh insurrectionary outbreak, which 
was believed to be impossible; has produced 
a sensation everywhere. It is believed that 
the latest provocations by the Turkish troops 
drove the insurrectionists to despair. A pop- 
ular movement is feared in the event of mas- 
sacres of peaceful Macedonians by the Turk-. 
ish soldiery. 

Meetings of prominent Macedonians were 
held here yesterday and today, and measures 
for succoring the sufferers from the insur- 
rection were discussed, but no decisign was 
reached. | 


Great Britain Is Anxious. 

LONDON, Aug. 7.—Confidential official re- 
ports received at the foreign office regarding 
Macedonia have cansed the British govern- 
ment to adopt the view that the sftuation 
is serious enough to warrant the taking of 
precautions. The porte is looked to to re- 
establish order in its own territory, and the 
British officials do not believe that Turkey 
contemplates an attack on Bulgaria in view. 
of the known attitude of the powers, espé- 
cially Russia and Austria. i: 

Joseph Angeloff, the first diplomatic agent 
of Bulgaria in London, eaicd today in an in- 
terview: 

‘But for the far geeing policy of Prince 
Ferdinand and the iron hand he has on the 
Bulgarian ministry there

Macedonia. The feeling at the heart of every 
Bulgarian is to go to Macedonia, but this 
cannot be. We shall continue to make rep- 
resentations to the porte for reforms and 
better government in Macedonia. Bulgaria 
jis disturbed to the quick over Macedonia, 
but there will be no disturbance of the polit- 
ical peace.” 


Trouble Fezred in Armenia. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 7.—The British 
ambassador has made serious repreéesenta- 
tions to the porte concerning the disturbed 
conditions in Armenia. | 

The porte has sent categorical instructions 
to the valis of the Armenian provinces of 
Asia Minor holding them personally respon- 
sible for any Kurdish excesses and ordering 
vigorous measures to be taken to prevent 
fighting. 

The British vice consul at Bitlis has been 
ordered to proceed to Mush, eighty miles 
south of Erzeroum, where the Armenian 
massacres by the Kurds and Turks occurred 
in 1894, to investigate the situation there. 

A consular dispatch from Erzeroum re- 
ceived here this morning says the excitement 
in that district is quieting down, but that

Huitchakists from Bussian territory have 
compelled the Armenians in the villages of 
Sassun vilayet (also the scene of Armenian 
massacres in 1894) to take refuge in the 
mountains. The vali has sent four battal- 
ions of troops against the Huitchakists, who 
escaped to the mountains. 

The porte has communicated this informa- 
tion to the Russian embassy, calling atten- 
tion to the fact that the bands came from 
Russian territory. 


Vienna Sees War Ahead. 


VIENNA, Aug. 7.—One of the gravest fea- 
tures of the situation as seen here is the 
danger that it’ may lead to war between 
Turkey and Bulgaria. The feeling is so 
etrong in Bulgaria that it is feared Prince 
Ferdinand might be faced with the alter- 
native of declaring War or abdicating. His 
temperament is such as to induce him to 
assume a patriotic r6le and declare war 
rather than share the fate of the late King 
Alexander of Servia. 

Although it is believed that Turkey can 
handle the situation reports received at Vi- 
enna are alarming.

Plans for the construc- 
tion of a direct route from Timbutu have 
already been made. Maize and wheat are 
grown in large quantities within a short dis- 
tance of Troya. There is no scarcity of 
water, and sand in the district is auriferous, 
small particels of gold being found in the 
bed of the river Oned Sakiet Hamra. 


Plans Whaff and Fortresses. 

“ Lébaudy'’s present plans are to build a 
wharf 1,600 feet long for the transport of 
material with which to bulld a fortress, two 
stories high and 130 feet square, and also 
to construct two jetties extending from the 
wharf. He also intends to erect a light 
house 160 feet high. 

‘‘ Lebaudy had a great idea of constructing 
a railway from Figuig to Timbutu, but has 
had difficulties with the French authorities 
and has abandoned the idea, He is having

other. The decision, which was written by 
Justice Olmstead and concurred in by the 
other justices, read in part as follows: 

“The court bolds that the provision in 
the Bailey law requiring the owners of au- | 
tomobiles, to register with the secretary 
of state, gbtain certificates, and display the 
numbers on the back of their automobiles 
is wunconstitutiona) because it discriminates 
between persons of thé same class who are 
users of automobiles on the highways. The 
court Holds that the sole purpose of this pro- 
vision is to identify the automobiles andtheir 
users. While the provision is wise, there is 
no reason why all persons using automobiles 
should not be treated alike. 

“The court fs of the opinion that the identi- 
fication should apply to all automobiles and 
the users of such vehicles on the public 
highways. The statute. however, excepts 
the dealere and manufacturers from this 
provision of the law, which the court holds 
to. be unconstitutional, unfair, and a dis- 
crimination against private owners.”’

Henry P. Lowe’s Special Covers 2.256 
Miles from Chicago to Los Angeles 
in 53 Hours. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Aug. 7.—[Special. ]—The 
special train which brought Henry P. Lowe, 
chief engineer of the’ United States Steel cor- 
poration, from Chicago arrived at Los 
Angeles at 1:06 this afternoon, making 
| the run of 2,256 miles in fifty-three hours, 
and breaking the best previous record by four 
hours and fifty-six minutes.

Two Trains Bearing Wallace 
Bros. Show in. Collision 
at Durand, Mich, 


AIR BRAKE IS BLAMED. 


Officials of Grand Trunk Road 
Say Engineer Is at Faultand 
Apparatus All Right. 


Durand, Mich., Aug. 7.—Two sections of 
Wallace Bros.’ circus train crashed together 
in rear end collision in the Grand Trunk rail- 
way yards at this point early today, killing 
twenty-three persons, seriously injuring 
four, and inflicting hurts on twenty-four 
others. A defective air brake on the engine 
of the second train is given as the cause of 
the disaster by the engineer of the second 
train, but the railroad officials say the brake 
is in good condition. 

The circus travels in two trains of about 
thirty-five cars each. After last night's ex- 
hibitiongat Charlotte the two trains left for 
Lapeer over the Gtand Trunk, the segond 
section leaving a half hour after the first. 
It was 3:45 o'clock when the first section 


‘pulled into the west end of the Grand Trunk 


yards here, and a red light was hung on the 
rear car to stop the second section. Engi- 
neer’ Probst. of Battle Creek, who was run~ 
ning! the engine of the rear train, says he 
saw this light and applied the air brakes, 
but to his horror they refused to work. He 
reversed hiS engine, but the momentum of 
the t behind was too great, and with 
a crash that aroused the people living near 
the yards the two trains met. Three cars of.

The railroad officials unhesitatingly lay the 
blame to Engineer Probst. The officials de- 
clare that he could have stopped the train 
in time to have avoided serious consequences. 

General Manager F. H. McGuigan said 
this afternoon: 

‘Probst knew that he was coming into a 
yard where trains usually stand and take 
on voal and water. THe rules say plainly 
that engineers shall approach such yards 
with the trains under control. A brakeman 
sent back by the first train warned him of 
the danger three-quarters of a mile before 
he got to the standing section. For nearly 
half a mile before he got to the first train 
the track is straight and clear. and he should 
have been able to see the red light on the 
back of the train ahead in time to stop his 
train.”’

TO WIDOW CAUSES INTEREST. 


Result of Action Against Lieut. Edie,

Edie was taken 
to call on Mrs. Tevis and her sister, Miss 
Baxter, at Malvern by Lieut. Courtney. 
After being introduced Lieut. Edie, it is said, 
sat on the arm of Miss Baxter's chair. The 
next day Mr. Peters, a friend of the two 
sisters, went out to the battleship Indiana 
and related the occurrence to Capt. Emory, 
and the Jatter investigated the case. Last 
Saturday night Lieut. Edie attended a din- 
ner and dance at the Kebo Valley club and 
there met Mr. Wiltsee. The two men got 
into a quarrel, and a duel was talked of.

ica, in place of his majesty’s former ambas- 
sador, Mr. von Holleben, whose letter ofire- 
call you now deliver to me. 

‘Your knowledge of the American govern- 
ment and people gained during your several 
periods of residence here as a diplomatic 
agent of Germany, and the pleasant relations 
which have extsted between yourself and the 
executive officers of this country, lend added 
weight to the assurance of your desire and 
endeavor to advance and strengthen the re- 
lations of amity which have been maintained

‘SUICIDE INTENTIONS OF MAN ON 


Policeman Takes sas of the 
Spell to Grapple with Cari Alvin, 
and the Pair Struggle on Top of Two 
Story House—Losing Their Footing 
They Slide Down Slanting Side of 
Building, but Are the 
Eavetrough. 


Some men going through weird contortions 
on the sidewalk, while others beat tintin- 
nabulations on wash boilers and pans, held 
the attention of an apparently deranged man 
on a roof last night until police could effect 
his capture. 

After he had been grappled by a policeman 
the two struggled on the roof, and, losing 
their footing, slid down the slanting side, and 
only a projecting eave trough saved them 
from a thirty foot fall to the ground. 

The man, who gave his name as Car! Alvin, 
appeared on the roof of the two story building 
at 4917 Dearborn street in the evening, and, 
by actions which indicated he MEANS 
suicide, soon attracted acrowd. . 


Makes Signs of Suicide. 

He ran back and forth, waving his arms 
and gesticulating to the people below. Then 
standing upright, with his feet braced on 
either side of the roof peak, with deliberate 
motions he is said to have drawn a long 
knife across his throat, as if to give the im-

cide. 

By this time several telephone messages 
had been sent to the Fiftieth street police 
station, and the patrol wagon soon drew up 
in front of the house. While the police were 
devising a means for reaching the roof 


the neighbors brought out their tinware and . 


began a metallic chorus, which temporarily 
diverted the energies of Alvin. 


Exciting Struggle on Roof. 

. A ladder was placed against the house and 
Policeman John Dunning mounted to the 
roof. He seized Alvin and. n seized him, 
and a struggle began which swerved from 
one side of the roof peak to the other, the 
spectators every moment expecting to see 
the pair plunged to the ground. 


To prevent himself from falling Dunning 


was compelled to battle with Alvin with one 
arm, using the other to hold to the roof. 


Other policemen were climbing the ladder to | 


assist when the crowd gave a cry of alarm. 
Dunning had lost his hold and was slipping 
toward the eaves as he struggled to subdue 


his prisoner, 


The policeman retained his wits, however, 
and stopped the dangerous slide by bracing 
his feet against the eave trough. He then 
was free to use both hands, and had the man 
overpowered by the time help reached him. 

Alvin was lifted down the ladder and taken 
to the station. Lieut. Backus legrned that 
he had been subject to similar attacks and 
had been showing signs of violence before 
this adventure.

And 
of Poe. what does all this 


mean if not a reaction 
against the indifference and disparagement 
with which Poe's literary pretensions have 
been regarded by the critics for the fifty 
years since his death? 

But if Poe is to be made truly popular, we 
need something more than complete editions 
of his works. There has not yet appeared a 
volume of selections from his tales suitable 
for use in a college classroom, and we be- 
leve no volume Of selections from his essays 
has ever been published, though some of his 
essays have been reprinted to fill out the 
volume of his poems. Nor have we had any 
popular sympathetic critical study of his 
work and genius. Universal Interest, there- 
fore, attaches to the announcement of “ Poe’s 
Best Tales” and “ Poe’s Best Poems and 
Essays,’’ to be edited by Sherwin Cody and 
published this.fall by A. C, McClurg & Co. 
Mr. Cody is a careful and original editor, as 
bis collections of “ The Best English Essays ” 
end “ The World’s Greatest Short Stories ” 
attest, and it may be expected that his two 
volumes will ‘supply some of these defi- 
clencies. 

It is a curious thing that the critics have 
overlooked one of Poe's most striking char- 
acteristics, his Americanism. In France and 
England we are told constantly that it was 
Poe's greatest misfortune that he was born 
in the United States. But he never hints at 
a@ regret, or any feeling of bitterness for the 
ii treatment accorded him by his country- 
men. He constantly asserts his faith in the 
American reading public. He believes that if 
hescould only réech his readers direct 


. through a magazine of his own he would find 


support. 
It was one of Poe’s cardinal literary prin- 
ciples that the reading public must be edu- 
cated in the elements of literary art if itis to 
appreciate and encourage creation of that 
which is permanent and worthy. Certainly 
no other American writer had such an inter- 
éct in his public, was so loyally devoted to it, 
and was so eager to raise it and himself toa 
high standard. In reviewing Longfellow’'s 
* Hyperion,’’ Poe described it as a potpourri 
of good things. but wholly without any artis- 
tic purpose. “ Works like this,” he says, 
‘“‘are potent in unsettling the popular faith 
in art—a faith which,-at no day more than 
the present, needed the support of men of let- 
ters. A man of true wes who would demur 
‘at the great labor requisite for the stern de- 
mands of high art—at the unremitting toil 
and patient elaboration which. when sou! 
guided, result in the beauty of unity, totality, 
truth—men, we say, who would demur at 
such labor, make no scruple of scattering at 
random a profusion of rich thought in the 
peges of such farragos as ‘ Hyperion.’”’ 
adds thatsuch works, with alFtheir profusion 
of genius, cannot live, because they lack 
strenuous art—and in the case of ‘‘Hyperion "’ 
his prediction seems to have been fulfilled tn 
a measure. 
Poe deserves study. He has never had 
the sympathetic critical attention that he 


deserves. We have made altogether too much. 


of his supposed weakness of character, too 
little of his gigantic strength of intellect. 
He has waited long for his fame; but pos- 
sibly the time is at hand when he will be re- 
garded with us, as among the French, as our 
greatest literary genius.

never seen. His an- 
alysis of the soldiers’ emotions when under 
fire for the first time were pronounced by 
some veterans of the rebellion to be the mer- 
est balderdash and not worth considering. 
All the same, the book passed as the most 
striking description of warfare that had ever 
appeared, not even excepting Tolstoi’s ‘“*‘ War 
and Peace.’ 

There has recently appeared “* As Seen from 
the Ranks,’ the narrative of Charles E. 
Benton, who was a young soldier during the 
civil war. Mr. Benton’s book is not written 
with the art of Crane's, but as he actually 
passed through the experience he described 
what he says about the emotions of a man 
under fire will be interesting to compare with 
what Crane said. These are his words: 

“For my own part, I confess to a feeling 
of disappointment in my first and each suc- 
ceeding experience of battle scenes. Not that 
the occurrences were less dreadful than I had 
expected, for they even exceeded my antici- 
pations. The effect upon myself was not to 
increase the height of feeling in proportion, 
however. but rather the reverse, the con- 
sciousness seeming to instinctively accept the 
prevailing conditions and adjust itself to 
those conditions. .... I think it is com- 
monly supposed that men are sharply di- 
vided into two classes, the brave ones and the 
cowards. Save for a few abnormal excep- 
tions, it would be much more nearly correct 
to say that all men belong,.to both classes. 
When about to take part in an engagement, 
and during a little while after getting well 
under fire, there enters an unpleasant and 
unwelcome thought that one may soon be 
numbered among the dead, or be one of those 
whose sufferings were such a common sight. 
But in this case, as in the others, the mind 
instinctively adjusts itself to the prevailing 
condiXons,. and, without losing the thought 
of danger, yet becomes to a degree indifferent 
to it. The ‘scare feeling’ is soon gone, and

Star reporter. Her letters from India 

describing the durbar are models of 

concise, descfiptive writing. She does 
not describe as some correspondents do with 
torrents of words, but with a few master 
Strokes of the pen she calls up a scene that 
leaves an indelible impression upon the mind 
and eye. One art, however, that the re- 
porter must possess is quite out of Mrs. 
Craigie’s line; itis that of quick writing. Her 
impressions may be quickly formed, but they 
a@re not quickly written out. There is much 
good descriptive writing done at white heat, 
but who shall say that it would not have 
been better had the writer had the time to 
weigh his words and turn his periods. 

Mrs. Craigie’s letters have been collected 
&nd published in a little volume called ** IM- 
PERIAL INDIA.” There are only a hand- 
ful of them, covering but seventy small 
pages of large type, but they presenta pic- 
ture that will ndt soon be forgotten. I have 
read many books on India, its sights and 
scenes, but few that have impressed me as 
has this little,book. I did not read the let- 
ters at the time of their serial publication 
and cannot therefore compare them with 


| those in the book, but from what I know of 


Mrs. Craigie’s careful methods I should say 
that they had been redigested and retouched 
so as to give them the quality of literary 
distinction that they now carry. Take this 
description of Bombay, for example; it is 
only a few lines, but ~ the story: 


“The first canieienbien of Bombay may be 
compared to the first impression of New 
York—power and enterprise are in the air;

doubt. in the fragile beauty of her coun- 
tenance; it does not follow, however, that 
the possession of beauty makes, in the mod- 
ern, forromance. Lady Curzon suggests this 
rare sentiment because she does not smear 
her face with red and white washes, nor dis- 
figure her head by the pyramids of curls, 
pads, fringes, tulle, and ribbons, which, pinned 
on without regard for proportion, balance, or 
line, alter many handsome members of Eng- 
lish, society until they resemble the ignoble 
advertisements of fashionable wigmakers, 
Englishwomen have, as a rule, far better 
hair than other Europeans, the Germans ex- 


cepted, but they dress it in the most ex: 
travagant styles; they have aiso fine com- 
plexions, which they ‘take pleasure in hid- 
ing. and good figures. Nevertheless; they 
seldom wear their clothes.well. Dress counts 
for so much in picturesqueness; clothes now- 
adays are made of everything except ideas, 
Lady Curzon always wears elaborately 
woven or embroidered materials, but she 
never overloads them with ornaments; she 
does not pile 
ostrich plumes with flowers, and sprinkle the 
whole with spangles; nor, affecting homeli- 
ness, does she trust to a necklace, some 
bracelets, and a tiara to counterbalance the 
deficiencies of soiled or ill made garments; 
nor, for the purpose of inspiring the sense 
of what is called a ‘ presence,’ does’ her hair 
visibly augment in proportion to the con- 
siderableness of the occasion. 

‘Beauty is not given to one woman in 
many hundreds, but every woman has at 
least some measure of individuality, and it 
is surely better to preserve this and be recog- 
nized by it than to put on stereotyped vul- 
garities which harden the softest features 
and form the most repellent frame possible 


to any face.”’ 


Every word that Mrs. Craigie says is true, 
but it is nevertheless courageous for her, 
living among them, to speak so plainly. I 
stand dumfounded before the appearance 
of the modern Englishwoman. She has no 
shape and she prides herself upon the fact, 
She is the same back and front, and this 
absence of shape she calls grace, willowness, 
I do not say that there are no well dressed 
Englishwomen, but there are so few that 
they do not count in the picture. On the 
streets, driving in the park, everywhere you 


see them, they impress you as things of 
shreds and patches. Young and old wear 
hats covered with feathers and flowersof the 
palest colors. You seldom see a dark dress 
no matter what the weather, and everything 
is covered with tulle or chiffon or lace, giving 
a most untidy appearance. Thereisnothing 
“smart’’ about the Gress of the modern 
Englishwoman. Coming from Paris to Lon; 
don a few days ago I had this fact borne in 
upon me with especial force.

today formally presented to the municipality 
of Paris by the grandchildren and other kin 
of the greaf author. 

Paul Meurice, one of the chief benefactors, 
pointed out that the gift was designed to 
give France a memorial similar to England's 
home ef Shakspeare and Germany's home of 
Goethe. 

The condition of the mansion is much the 
same as when Victor Hugo occupied it, be- 
sides being filled with many valuable souve- 
nirs of his work, a library of 5,000 volumes, 
and a collection of the author’s drawings and 
wood carvings. 

The room where Victor Hugo died is exactly 
as it was at the time of his demise, the fur- 
nishing of the bed, the clock, etc., being 
identical. The house also contains many 
souvenirs of Victor Hugo’s friends, including 
Lamartine, George Sand, and the elder 
Dumas, consisting of inkwells, pens, and

Life and Letters of Charles. Butler. 


| _ The Biography of a Representative American. 


EACE baths her victories. no doubt, but 
civil life will always seem colorless 
beside the flame and flash of a mili- 


tary career. For that reason, many a 

mind which retains the names of the 
commanders in petty skirmishes will find 
no memory awakened by the title, “ THE 
LIFE AND LETTERS OF CHARLES BUT- 
LER” (Charles Scribner's Sons). And yet 
this volume,’ edited by Prof. F. H. Stoddard 
of New York university, is no perfunctory 
tribute to a former benefactor of that insti- 
tution, but the record of a life worthy of 
the knowledge and emulation of a new gen- 
eration. 

Mr. Butler was born near Now York tn 
1802, of New England and Holland ancestry. 
One of a large family, he was aided to some 
extent by his family connections, but in 
the main had his own ability and integrity 
to thank for his progress. After reading 
law in the office of Martin Van Buren, he 
married and settled in Geneva, in the west- 
erp part of New York state. Here he rap- 
idly rose to eminence, having in charge, 
among other cases, the prosecution of the 
raen accused of the murder of Morgan, the 
mason. He served for a time as postmas- 
ter of Geneva, but resigned because of con- 
scientious scruples against. working on Sun- 
day. 

While living at’ Geneva he became ac- 
quainted with the need of financial aid for 
the farmers in western New York, which 
was then a comparatively new country. The 
lund in that part of the state-was owned, by 
&reat land companies, and the farmers were 
practically tenants at will. Acting on the 
same principles which have lied to the re- 
cent measitres for the relief of Ireland, Mr. 
Iiutler dévoted himself to the task of secur- 
ing loans for the tenant farmers, to enable 
them to purchase their holdings. The part 
he played was honorable to himself and bene- 
ficial alike to the farmers and to the capital- 
ists who intrusted Mr. Butler with their 
_funds, and had much to do with the devel- 
opment of western New York. | 

Mr. Butler's suc¢ess in this line led him 
to extend his operations to Ohio, Michigan, 
Illinois, and Indiana, and led to his removal 
to New York City in order t® be nearer the 
financial tenter of the United States. The 
letters written during some of His western 
trips are interesting in the light of later 
developments.

1833 Detroit was an old French settlement 
just becoming an American town. The most 
conspicuous elements of its population were 
the cultivated French residents, the frontier 
military foree, and the drunken Indians. 
From Detroit Mr. Butler rode an Indian pony 
to Chicago, a hazardous journey of 300 miles, 
through a region where the wild Indians 
still roved. On Baturday, Aug. 10, 1833, 
just a week before Mr. Butler’s arrival, the 
settlement had become a town. Twenty- 
seven votes were cast for organization as 
a town, vote against, practically all 
having foted. 

Mr. Butler was much interested in Chica- 
go, and wrote) home that if he were younger 
and unmarried he woujd settle there. He 
presented a library of 200 volumes to the 
newly organized First Presbyterian church. 
At the time of his: visit their place of meet- 
ing was in a log house with seats of loose 
slabs, lit by eandles, which were of such 
poor quality that the worshipers, to get 
full benefit oftheir dim light, held them in 
their hands, |“ Still,” he writes, “ we had 
a good time of it and all enjoyed the service.’ 

Eastern friends thought that his enthus!- 


houses was due to a touch of fever, and his 
views were regarded as visionary and absurd. 
He believed firmly that he saw here the germ

On the whole, there is no more conse- 
auential or more urgent problem of the time 
than this liquor problem. There are few 
other problems to which public attention is 
being directed that are not in some vital 
way concernedin this one. Taken asa whole, 
the use of alcoholic drinks is one of the big 
facts, one of the tremendous factors, in re- 
jation to human wisdom and the progress of 
mankind. There are two questions about it. 
nee what are the real, all round facts in 
the case? Seéond, what can be done about 
it? 

The committee of fifty, which was organ- 
ized some ten years ago, and under whose 
auspices this important series of investiga- 
tions and reports has been made, are evi- 
dently convin¢ed that it is high time for this 
tremendous liquor problem to be honestly, 
searchingly, exhaustively, poldly confronted. 
It is the physiological aspects of the matter 
which. in this two volume book, the fourthin 
the series of expert reports, are here investi- 
gated. 

What is alcohol? Is it tood or poison? 
What are its immediate phy siologieal effects? 
How’ does its use affect the digestive and 
cther vital functions of the body? How does 
it modify the action of the brain? What is 
its relation to insanity? What are its patho- 
logical effects in health and in disease? 
These are some of the special questions to 
which a vast number of more or less expert 


replies have been sought out, from physi- 


cians’ and others, from almost all parts of the 
world, and which have been classified and 
collected for convenient use in thisimportant 
book. 

Prof. W. O. Atwater, who has had much to 
do in the preparation of this genera! report, 
appears to be deeply concerned over the 
technical question as to whether alcohol fs a 
“ food’ or a “ poison.”’ If he could convince 
the world, but more especially Mrs. Hunt, the 
W. Cc. T. U. national and international super- 
intendent of temperance education, that alco- 
hol is not, in al] cases and absolutely, apoison; 
that, In fact, it does possess, in some measure 
at least, the properties of “ food,’’ he would 
seemingly die happy. But after all, the num- 
ber of people using alcoholic Mquors of one 
kind or another, who do so for the food there 
is In it. is not large. 

Even Dr. Atwater concludes his report of 
over 150 pages on the nutritive value of alco- 
hol with these cautionary remarks: “ It is to 
be remembered that the occasions where 
alcohol renders a necessary service as food 
are exceptional. At best it fis an expensive 
source of nutriment. For people in health it 
is unnecessary. The moderate use often 
leads to excess. In the ju@gment of the 
writer, its place as nutriment is where the 
user is unable, because of either debility or 


Cisease. otherwise to obtain fitting or suffi- 
ment nourishment from ordinary food ma- 
terials.”

adds,’ is that any statement which compares 
the nutritive valud@ of alcohol with that of 
ordinary food is in danger of being used by 
interested persons of those who are inclined 
ta self-indulgence without the qualification 
needed to make use Of the whole truth.

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NORTHWEST ESTIMATES LESS 
BULLISH—WHEAT YIELDS. 


Sharp Reaction at Close on Armour 
Buying, but September Stops Under 
EKighty—Break in Paris on Fine Har- 
vesting Weather a Factor—Corn Is 
Strong Early on Cold Weather, but 
Loses [ts Advance—Only Strength in 
Provisions in September Lard. 


Contradictions from the northwest of some 
of the alarmist estimates of the spring wheat 
crop in that section and a sharp break in the 
Paris market of 1l%c ta 2\c,a discouraging 
response to the advance of Ic here the day 
before, gave this market a weak start yes- 
terday. 
around the 80c figure for September, there 
was so much selling for the northwest and 
for local holders on the more optimistic views 
of crop prospects there was a decline of lic 
from the previous close to 79%c. But on this 
break there developed a fair demand, and 
just before the close there was open buying 
of about 750,000 bu for Armour account, 
which resulted in a reaction to 795@c, a loss 
of 5c for the day. Other markets followed 
about the same course as this, those of the 
northwest a shade firmer, losing only ‘%c, 
while St. Louis, Kansas City, and New York 
closed %-%c lower. Among the causes for 
the reaction were reports from Minneapolis 
of the arrival of samples of new wheat from 
the best sections of the state, which graded 

. rejected, and advices from Nebraska that the 
northwestern millers were paying 79c ‘for 
hard winter wheat, or several cents more 

--than it was worth to come to this market. 
There was occasional firmness on the fore- 
cast of showers for the Dakotas and Minne- 
sota, where fair weather is needed for the 


harvest. 
Export Demand. 


The pnt demands seemed lighter than 
on the ak to the neighborhood of 79c the 
day before, but some business was accom- 
plished, the seaboard reporting 136,000 bu. 
Duluth advices were bearish, reporting im- 
provement in the crop prospects both in the 
three states and in Manitoba from recent 
rains, the likelihood of as large or larger a 
crop than last year, while no wheat had been 
sold for September or October shipment from 
that market, export sales at this time usually 
amounting to several million bu. There was

There have been scattered show- | 
ers of rain, but the general character of the | 
weather*has been cool and. backward. 
Wednesday ‘and Thursday nights the tem- 
perature got down quite low, and there are | 
reports of frost from some points where the | 
land is low or other characteristics favor | 
low temperatures.

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WEST TOWN HAS 
A TAX GRIEVANCE 


Floods Board of Review with 


Complaints and Will Send 
More on Monday. — 


OVER MARKET VALUE. 


Offered at $42,000 and As- 
sessed at $101,500. 


A flood of complaints ee poured into the 
board of review over the increase of 24.8 
‘per cent made by the assessors in west town 
real estate valuations. Over 1,000 protests 
have been received already and some of 
the heavy property owners in the manu fac- 
turing district are prepared to file complaints 

Monday, the last day on which complaints 
be made. 

Because of the number and vigor of the 
protests the reviewers have decided to take 
up the west town realty assessments Tues- 
day morning and dispose of them first, be- 
fore taking up the complaints from other 
city towns. Some of the complainants de- 
declare that while the general increase was 
much toe high the increases on certain in- 
dividual tracts have been more than 100 
per cent over last year’s review figures. 
They claim also that in some of these in- 
stances the last year’s valuation, which the 
assessors doubled, was in excess of the 
prices at which the property can be pur- 
chased, 


Over. Twice Selling Price. 
Here is one instance cited along the line 


of these complaints: 


A tract of land on the south branch of the 
Chicag® river, west of Halsted street, and 
belonging to the Drexel estate, was assessed 
at $48,220 last year. The property is offered 
for’sale at $42,000. The assessors this year 
valued it at $101,500. Complaint against this 
assessment was filed by Edgar M. Snow & 
Co. This company also filed a complaint 
against the assessment of a tract between 
Madison and Lake streets and between Gar- 
field park and Fortieth avenue, which was 
assessed ‘at $130,000. The land is offered for 
sale in separate parcels for $69,000, or the 
whole tract in one deal at $50,000. 

Complaint was also made against an as- 
sessment of $60,000 made against a tract 
lying adjacent to the Drexel estate property 
before mentioned. The agents declare that 
the property is offered at $30,000, with no 
takers. It is said to be nonproductive and 
without tenants. 


W. D. Kerfoot & Co. Complain. 

W. D. Kerfoot & Co. made complaint 
against two assessments, one of which is 
against west town property and the other 
against property in the town of Lake. A 
tract of sixty acres north of Augusta street 
Yn Austin is offered by the real estate com- 
pany at $1,000 and $1,200 an acre. It was 
assessed last year at $52,000, which is said 
to exceed its present market value. This 
year’s assessment is $130,000. The town of 
Lake property was assessed last year at 
$43,120, which, the agents declare, is more 
than it can be sold for. The valuation was 
raised this year to $82,500. 

Warren Springer will file a protest on 
Monday against an increase of $100,000 in the 
valuation of four pieces of property between 
Halsted street and the Chicago river. 

*“T understand that the assessors reasoned 
that because labor and building material is 
higher, therefore buildings erected a dozen 
years ago must be worth more than last 
year,” said Mr. Springer. “‘ They have sent 
up the valuation on property that isn’t pay- 
ing 2 per cent on the last year’s valuations.” 


ter University Property. 
The status of property held by the North- 
western university for revenue purposes 


- only is being considered by the board, and it 


is probable that. the reviewers will decide 
te make the assessment and then let the mat- 
ter of its legality be determined by the 
courts. The particular piece of property 
under consideration is the site of the IIli- 
nois Trust and Savings bank, which is owned 
by the university. The old Tremont house at 
Dearborn and Lake streets, and now used 
by the university for several of the special 
departments, is also under. consideration. 
Actorney.Richberg of the assessors holds the 
view that no property of the university, ex- 
cept that actually in use for strictly educa- 
tional purposes, is exempt from taxation. 
Assistant County Attorney Shepard, who 
is the legal adtiser of the board of review, 
holds similar views. 

Francis B. Badt, who was asked by the 
board for an estimate of the value of the 
switchboard and cables of the Illinois Tele- 
phone aud Telegraph company, which is 
lighting an assessment of $1,500,000, reported 
that the switchboard was worth $275,000 and 
the cables $150,000. Attorney Thomas A, 
Moran for the telephone company had sub- 
mitted to the board an estimate of $200,000 
for the switchboard and $100,000 for the 
cables. The matter will be taken up again 
on Monday. 

Preparing to Publish Lists. 

Although the board of county commis- 
sioners failed to make an appropriation for 
the publication of the real estate assessment, 
as required by law, the assessors have gone 
on with the work of compiling the report, 
and will put up the matter of publication to 
the county board after the compilation has 
‘been completed.

GENERAL NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 


Trouble Over Inability to Drive Scalp- 
ers Out of Business in St. 
Louis. 


“The inability of the Louls city author- 
ities to prevent ticket scalping in St. Louis 
and the failure of the Missouri legislature 
to enact laws that would prevent scalpers 
from operating in that state is likely to pre- 
vent low rates being made by the railroads 
for the Louisiana Purchase exposition. 

The railroads absolutely refuse to grant 
anything better than regular excursion rates 
for that occasion if scalpers are permitted to 
continue during the world’s fair year. The 
national railroad protective bureau has se- 
cured evidence that the scalpers at St. Louis 
have arrangements with local ticket agents 
and gatemen to honor tickets sold by them. 
Some time ago the board of aldermen of St. 
Louis adopted an ordjnance requiring scalp- 
ers to give a receipt with every ticket they 
sold. But no attention is being paid to it by 
the scalpers. 


Railroad Men Blame City. 

There has beem some correspondence dur- 
ing the last few days between J. R. Curlee, 
president of the St. Louis Merchants’ asso- 
ciation, and Commissioner Donald of the 
Central Passenger association. In reply to 
a letter from Mr. Curlee that the railroads 
a‘iow stopovers of ten daye at St. Louls 
on all through tickets, Commissioner Donald 
says: 

“The current yearly session of your gen- 
eral assembly was appealed to by the best 
citizens in your city to enact such reason- 
able and necessary laws as would restrain 
lawiessness and assure protection to the rail- 
ways entering your city and traversing your 
state and of the public patronizing them. 
These bills did not receive even reasonable 
ecnsideration. Your city did, ething 
more than a year ago, immediately follow- 


‘ing the disclosure of a mass of llegitimate 


tickets in the hands of one of your firms 
ef ticket brokers, enact an ordinance licens- 
ing ticket brokers, and, to a limited and in- 
valuable extent, establishing a supervision 
cover their- transactions by the city authori- 
ties 

“Under this ordinance a number of cases 
were brought by the railways, at consid- 
erable expense, and, although the evidence 
clearly indicated that the brokers were 
brazenly disregarding its mandates, the 
cases were simply continued by the city’s 
court from time to time and finally aban- 
doned., 

“It is well known to the transportation 
officers of your World’s fair organization 
that the ticket brokerage business, as car- 
ried on in St. Louis, will menace 
the institution of attractive excursion/fares 
to your city during the period of the ex- 
position. In this situation the railways 
have undertaken measures which seemingly 
should originate with your citizens rather 
than with your transportation lines, se- 
cure injunctions against ticket scalpers deal- 
ing in excursion tickets which they hope to 
issue at an attractive rate for your forth- 
coming exposition.” 


New Line to Enter Chicago. 

It is probable that the Chesapeake and 
Ohio railroad will soon have a line of itsown 
into Chicago. There is a good prospect of the 
Chicago, Cincinnati and Leuisville railroad 
being absorbed by the Chesapeake and Ohio 
when completed. This road was formerly the 
Cincinnati, Richmond and Muncie, and its 
completion within the next sixty days is 
highly probable, when trains will begin run- 
ning between Cincinnati and Chicago. 

It is understood that arrangements have 
been completed with the Chicago Terminal 
Transfer railroad for an entrance into the 
city and the use of the latter’s Grand Central 
station and freight terminals south of Har- 
rison street, fronting the river. These ter- 
minals were formerly used by the Wisconsin 
Central. By acquiring the new road the 
Chesapeake and Ohio will secure a direct sine 
from Chicago to Newport News,
